RH:HOW DiD THE TRIPS TO EUROPE GO ? 

M:Veyy successful,very successful (once will do- 

Ed) 

Cuzzy;We played in Belgium, Denmark,Sweden,German 

& Holland. 

Tez:It was 15 gigs in 21 days. 

Mooney:To say we werent really well known it wen 

pretty well,we got treated better than we do in 

England,mostly bigger crowls,but it was a bit of 

a risk. 

Trimble:There were more people than I thought 

there would be that actually knew some of the 

songs. 

RH: WAS THERE ANY DIFFERENCS FROM WHEN YOU WENT 

OVSR IN THE XPOZEZ? (TRIMBLE & TZ) 

T:Yeah,it was a lot better organised,more gigs. 

Tr:Wnen we went over in the Xpozez we went for a 

month & played 5 dates,one every weekend & we 

had the whole week to ourselves,mind you we were 

as skint then as we were this time. 

T:we got to see a lot more people this time,a 

wider range of stiles or whatever. 

M:Like in Sweden they all still had like Sex 

Pistols & Ruts on their back,which you dent get 

in England now. 

Tr:But in southern Germany they all had like 

American hardcore bands,they were pretty wild 

dancers as well. 


T:Stage diving competitions & allsorts,generally 
having a damn good time. 

Tr:Another thing,the reception you receive when 
you arrive there by the promoters is stunning,we 
were receiving about 75 bottles of beer free & 
then when we'd done our soundcheck they laid on a 
big meal,which is unheard of for a band of our 
stature in England. 

RH:wWHAT SORT OF PLACES DID YOU PLAY AT ? 

M:It varied from Youth Centres to squats. 

C:The youtn centres aoroad are a heliluvva lot 
different to the ones in England,there bigger,in 
most cases the government pay for the bands to 
play,here you get shitty 1 room places & you get 
fuck all from em. 

T:We played an amazing gig in Sweden which finish 
ed at Spast9,there was no smoking or drinking 
allowed in the hall,clinically clean. 

M:The squats we played,like we played at Smma in 
Amsterdam,although it was a bad day to play as 
that chap had just died in a police cell,but its 
so well organised,not like Squats in Sngland 
which are just literally taken over to put a gig 
on.These people knew exactly what they were doing 
T:Installed bars & built restaurants in some 
places,big stages & PA & light chows,a lect more 
permanent than they are in England. 

RH:wHAT DO YOU THINK ARE "HE MAIN DIFFERENCES 
BETWEEN THE INSTIGATORS NOW & BEFORE ? 

M:Worse looking ! 

T:More hansome 

M:I think we're more commited as we're doing it 
full time,I think we're a better live band,better 
musically,Trimble & Tez are older,they've got 
more experience than say,Tab & Semi had & Cuzzis 
a more competent, though not to say better,drummer 


T:We're basically a live bamd so we've been play 
ing a helluvva lot more gigs. 

M:With the new band we've done 35 shows & we've 
only been together 3 months,we've written a new 
set justabout in that time & also learnt the old 
set.The old band was together 3 years. 

T:The Leeds gig was really important cos we were 
like coming back & it'd be really testing cos 
there were a lot of synics who were calling us 
the Xpozez & that. 

RH:WHAT DO YOU THINK ABOUT PEOPLE SAYING YOU 
SHOULDNT BE STILL CALLED THE INSTIGATORS ? 

M:I think its silly,like the original line up 
didmt include Tab,or Semi really so who's to say 
whats the actual lineup? We're still going in 
the same direction as theInstigators line up 
before this one 30 I dont see any reason to 
change it,we worked hard to try & build a name 
up 80 it seems silly to throw it in & get a new 
one,I like the name apart from anything else & I 
couldnt think of a better one.I can understand 
people saying "Well itsnot the same band",but 
the first Instigators line up was in about 1981 
& as I said there was only me & Hammy in that 1. 
T:Also with going to Europe,for some people its 
the first time they've ever seen the Instigators 
anfway,80 it only matters to the people who'd 
seen the old lineup before. 

M:But when Tab & Hamay left I definately thought 
it was going to be a different band & if I'd 
thought it wouldnt be as good I would've left 
there,but mow I think its as good,& in its own 
way better. 

RH: WHAT MADE YOU WANT TO GO "FULL TIME" ? 

M:Well with Tez joining we were getting a lot 
more work done & things were looking up,you eith 
er stay where you are,which is impossible cos 
you end up slipping backwards,or you take it up 
full time,which led to Hammy & Tab leaving,& 
Semi leaving earlier. 

T:That was a bit sad really cos for about a 
month we put a lot more emphasis in gigging & 
Tab was having trouble taking time off work,he 
said that he was gonna pack his job in. 

M:But its a big risk,if your gonna reject a wage 
& security,cos theres no security in this,but is 
really good fun apart from anything else.what 
we're trying te do is not perticularly original 
but theres not much of this sort of thing anymoe 
RH:HOW IT GOING DOING IT FULL TIME ? 

CzWell I'v, just been down to the dole office so 
that doesnt say much! 

M:Well fimancially ita no good at all,but its 
picking up.This time last year we werent making 
any money but now its coming in,not enough to 
support us but we're able to do things. 

Tr:Like start paying some bills off. 

T:we had a lot of debts from buying new equipmen 
t,stuff like that. 

RA:SO YOU WANT TO TRY & MAKE A LIVING FROM IT? 
M:Yeah definately. 

T:Yean but not to the extent where we start ripp 
ing people off. 

M:No,but like the Subhumans made a living from 
it & got about £25 a week,about dole level,if we 
could get to that it'd be something at least.We 
put in really long hours,we've been rehearsing 
since we got back from Amsterdam 2 weeks ago, 
then we go to Europe again a? phe end of this 


year (1985) & we're in the studios again this 
week & have 2 gigs left in England. 

fr:Then 4 days after we come back from this 2 
month European tour we're in the studios again, 
RH: WHICH COUNTRI¢S ARS YOU OFF TO THIS TIME ? 
T;Prance ,Switzerland, Italy, Austria, Yugoslavia, 
Czeckos lavackia,Germany,Sweden,Norway,Denmark & 
Holland.Czeckoslavakia should be pretty exciting 
C:The 2 gigs in Czeckoslavakia (I wish they'd 
stop saying that-Ed)have already been confirmed 
but it all depends on whether they let us in the 
country ornot & visas & stuff. 

T:The gigs are legal but the music we're playing 
is illegal so they cant advertise. 

RH:ARE YOU GONNA PLAY DIFFERENT MUSIC THEN?! 
T:Yeah,we're a bar band now,we have a set of 
Beathes songs! Like the Drone used to do, just 
thought I'd drop that one in,ha ha ha.But by 
word of mouth there expecting 4 or 500 people at 
each gig & thats on a Monday & Tuesday. 

MsIn the sort of circuit we play in England 
there arent that many bands still going really, 
like the Subhumans & Sears have split up,Anti 
System havent been doing much lately & people 
like that.The whole thing seems to ve going 
downhill a bit which is sad really,the reason is 
because its so difficult to actually live if 
your in a band, 

T:Itsa also got a lot to do with commitment,a lot 
of people just wait around for chances whereas 
we're prepared to play virtually anywhere at any 
time. 

M:One thing we've found lately is theres a cert— 


‘ain scene in England which is really intelerant. 


People arent prepared to pay a reasonable amount 
so that people can cover their expenses & allow 
them to put on more gigs,which is like a contra- 
diction because what should be a pretty thinking 
&tolerant scene has become just the opposite. 

C:We played one gig in Leicester in a comunity 
centre & asked for £70 expenses.We hired a van & 
worked out the petrol which all added up to 264, 
they broke my bass drun skin so we actually lost 
about £6,& they had the cheek to call us ripoffs 
T:Thats after 6 bands had gone on thru our gear. 


M:When we started the set these kids started 
shouting "ripoff" so we stopped & said whats 
this about? & thay said its a benefit for the 
ALF so we said its not lining our pockets,thts 
what its costing us. 
Triwe didnt know it was a benefit to start with. 
“AzWe didnt really know that much about it, they 
wouldnt lister & there was something like £80 
made anyway.wWith that sort of thing you get a 
reputation,everybody gets to hear about it & say 
"Oh there a right set of bastards & we dont like 
their attitude"& it doesnt do anybody any good.

I:Personally,I sympathise with the rioters.I 
can understand why riots happen-its not drug 
pushers as the police have inferred,but that 
people have to live everyday with physical & 
mental harrassment.Plus theres the constant 
stream of consumer ads telling them to "Buy 
Puy Buy" in order to feel complete.Its mo won 
der the anger & frustration lead to violence 
toward authority & looting of the market 
places is it ? As for the murders-if the pol 
ice didnt show remorse when they're involved 
in the death of innocent peopie,how can they 
expect the local people to show any feeling 
for them apart from hate.Having said that I 
dont think the death of PC Blakemore solved 
anything.It just gave the Enoch Powells of 
this worid more ammunition. (BY "POLICE MUR- 
DSRS" I MEANT THE MURDISR OR PEOPLE BY THE 
PIGS ,NOT THE KILLING OF THE NICE POLICEMAN- 
Ed) According to them, the police never murd- 
er anyone-they just make mistakes,or go a bit 
too far.Thats why killing one PC was stupid 
It took the attention away from the police 
killing of innocent people.The riots were an- 
Swer enough.Did the riots acheive anything ?
